Considerable intorost is creatod in London 
by the friondly rivalry between two Ame- 
oan jilustrated magazines, andthe new 
caterprise set on foot by Mac Villan & Co, 
The struggle for fame and profit is pursued 
with onergy. ond spirit, and under more 
‘equal conditions thon: might appear at the 
first glance,—tho’ chespness oF the lastest 
applicantfor public favour boing relied upon 
asan off-set to the superiority in size and 
variety of the New. York monthlies.: The 
methods by which Harper and The Century 
wore brought to their present high popula- 
rity in England would form a significant 
chapter in the history of poriodical litera- 
ture, Yon years ago, the first-dotermined 
‘attempt to introduce The Century, than 
Scribner's Maguzine, to English notices, was 
made by the proprietors of that publica. 
tion, who. discerned an cpportunity .of 
occupying and holding: a fu where the 
powertal competition of Harper was un- 

nown. They saw the sdvantago of 
obtaining the support of two great commu-| 
nities, at a timo when.the addition of a fow 
thousandg to their subscription list was a 
matter of importance to them, . Tho home 
circulation of Harper was at that date sv 
enormous that the expedicney of using-any 
oxortion to extend it, in anothor country, 
was not apparent. -In 1873, then, a con- 
nignment of two thousand Seribnezs was 
sent to Frederick Warne & Co., .at the 
owners’ risk, and on terms allowing 
small chance of remuneration, Tho ex- 
periment was continued for a year, without 
much -prospoct . of succvss. In fact, 
tho monthly salea did not average “one 
thousand copies, and tho supply was 
therefore reduced: by one half. Jn the
